Assembly of the state of Jowa be amended as follows:

Strike out the following words, *‘Such purchasers shall keep
a record of uses to which the same are devoted, giving the
kind and quantitity used, and on or before the 15th day of
January, March, May, July, September and November of
each year'they shall make and file with the county auditor,
sworn reports of the two preceding calendar months, givin
full and true statements of the quantity and kinds of suc%
liquors purchased and used, and the uses to which the same
have been devoted.”

CHAPTER 64.

AN ACT to restrain huunters from trespassing upoun cultivated or
enclosed lands without permission, and providing penalties
therefor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of lowa:

Section 1. No person shall hunt with dog or gun upon
the cultivated or enclosed lands of another without first obtain-
ing permission from the owner, occupant or agent thereof.

Seo. 2. Any person violating the provisions of this act
shall be punished by a fine of not more than ten dollars and
costs of prosecation and shall stand committed until said fine
and costs are paid, for each and every offense, bat no prose-
cution shall be commenced under this act except upon the
information of the owner, occupant or agent of such cualtivated
or enclosed lands.

CHAPTER 65.

AN ACT to aménd sections two and three, chapter 34, acts of the 28rd
General Assembly, relative to the catching of fish.

Bs it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of lowa:

Seorron 1. That section two, chapter 34, acts of the £3rd
General Assembly is hereby amended by striking therefrom
the following sentence: ‘‘Also that it shall be lawful to take
buffalo and suckers by spearing between the firat day of
November and first day of March following.”

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amended by striking from the fifth line thereof the word Novemver
¢“November,” and inserting in lien thereof the word ** April,” pfested ta

Sec. 3. That there shall be elected by the qualified electors rwo judges to
of the Nineteenth Judicial district at the general election in B elected in
the year 1894, and every four years thereafter, two district district.
judges who shall receive the same compensation as other
district Jjudges; and the said district judges shall enter upon
the discharge of their duties on the first day of January, A.

district judges shall enter upon the discharge of their duties
on the girst day of January, A. D. 1895, and shall hold said
office for four years and until their successors are duly elected
and qualified.

Sec. 3. The district courts shall be held in the Tenth and Present juris.
